Discreditable Exhibition at San 
Francisco from which Local 
Spurts Held Aloof. 

San Francisco, Nov. 18. — Tom Sharkey 
hua won another questionable, battle, his 
victim tit is time beintf Joe Goddard. 
The light, which was scheduled for 
twenty rounds, terminated in tho sixth, 
when Sharkey, after landing a Btiff 
right on Goddard'a j.iw, rusihed at bis 
man and knocked him to the lloor, liter- 
ally by fore - of impact. 

Goddard'a head struck the canvas 
with an awful smash which dazed him. 
He arose at the end of three seconds and 
staggered to the ropes. Keferee McAr- 
tliur meanwhile held the excited sailor 
bank. Amid (ireat confusion ilcArthur 
awarded the itLiht to Sharkey. 

The decision was just, but Sharkey's 
victory is far from creditable, it being 
the popular impression that Goddard 
was hurt more by his collision with the 
floor than from Sharkey's blows, which 
were at all times wild and miserably 
directed. 

'opular confidence in the genuineness 
of the projected fight was eo alight that a 
mere handful of spectators paid admis- 
sion to the Mechanics' Pavilion to-night. 
On the main floor of tfie pavilion the 
ushers and policemen almost outnum- 
bered the few isolated occupants of the 
reset ved seats and boxes. 

Sharkey waa the first to appear, at- 
tended by his brother Jack Sharkey, 
Eddie Connolly and Spider Kelly, lie 
was iiuickly followed by the Barrier 
champion who had behind him Teddy 
Alexander, Henry Baker and Jim Gal- 
latiher. Sharkey was apparently in his 
usual excellent condition while Goddard 
looked drawn and low in flesh. 

When time waa called for the first 
round lhe men came up and fiddled for 
a few moments, Sharkey jumping about 
while Goddard waited fur the sailor to 
ad, Finally Sharkey swung his right, 
catching Goddard squarely on the jaw, 
and ttie big Australian went down. 
Nothing was done for tho remainder ol 
the round, Sharkey failing to take ad- 
vantage of his lead. 

Before thirty seconds of the second 
round had expired Sharkey put in an- 
other elean right and Goddard went 
lown again. Joe made several wild 
lunges at Sharkey but the sailor was 
piick in eluding him. The second and 
third rounds were a series of wild rushes 
and clinches without any real lighting. 

In the lifth the men did all kinds of 
fighting, little slugging, and plenty of 
bugging, butting and elbowing. The 
sailor waa the stronger, and had a little 
the better of the lough work. 

The sixth round proved to be the last. 
Sharkey rushed on G iddard like a fool- 
il player bucking the line. Goddard 
seemed disconcerted at" the sailor's 
tactics, and got the worst of tho 
wrestling. Finally at a rally in close 
quarters Sharkey landed on Goddard's 
leatures and tiie big fellow went down, 
his head atrikim: tho lloor with a re- 
Bounding thump, Sharkey tumbling on 
top of him. The sailor was quickly up 
and wailed for Goddard to regain 
his feet. He was so much ex- 
cited that the referee bad to restrain 
him from actually fouling Goddard befuie 
the latter had got up. Goddard was 
plainly in no condition to continue the 
light, ami when alter several seconds he 
steadied himself with the aid of the rones 
the referee very humanely gave the de- 
cision to the sailor. Like all Sharkey's 
lightB it was a very unsatisfactory affair, 

UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 

Spanish Government Anxiously Awnlt an 
Announcement From President 
McKinley. 

New York, Nov. 17.— A special to tho 
Herald from Washington ways: It is 
said to be the present intention of Presi- 
dent McKinley to incorporate tho recent 
Spanish correspondence in hia annual 
message to congress. He does not deem 
itcampatible with the public interest to 
publish tho full text, of tho notes, pend- 
ing further correspondence and tho car- 
ry ing out of the promises made by the 
Spanish government. Tho papers will 
Iki accessible to members of the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs for their guidance 
in dealing with various resolutions which 
will come before them. 

It is reported that Spain has asked to 
have the correspondence withheld for 
tho present for political reasons. The 
new ministry feara that its conciliatory 
attitude towards tho United Statea, as 
shown by its note, may cause embarrass- 
ment at home, and thereby make it im- 
possible to carrv out the proposed re- 
forms. On the other hand there is tho 
fear that jingo members of congress who 
have been expecting so much at the 
hands of Mr, McKinley, may not be 
BatisSed with all that Spain has prom- 
ised and that another outbreak in con- 
gress will tend to aggravate the situation 
in Spain, The I'reBidout's chief deBiro 



nowie to stave off action of any kind by 
congress until it can bo definitely known 
whether Spain's new plan is to Biieceed 
or fail. 

Nsw York, Nov. 17.— A despatch to 
the World from Madrid says: Tho gov- 
ernment will not dissolve parliament nor 
fix a date for the election, and the meet- 
ing of tho lfew cortes, until Premier 
Sagasta can definitely indicate the atti- 
tude of tho American congress towards 
Spain, and until President McKinley's 
message and the contemplated note on 
the question of filibustering expeditions 
enable him to see the drift of McKinley's 
policy. Tho government, and even 
leaders of the opposition, deem it inad- 
visable to risk beinu without a pur 1 in 
moot in case complications arise in its 
relations with the United States. Should 
the attitude of tho American congress 
and President be reaseuring, Premier 
SagaBta will dissolve the rortea in De- 
cember and appoint lhe elections for 
February, thuB bringing the next meet- 
ing of tho cortes early in March. 

With a view to getting supplies easier 
from tho houses in which, like all past 
Spanish governments, he is sure to get 
double majorities, Iub intention is to 
have tho elections take place at the same 
time in Spain and the West Indies, even 
if the State ol Cuba in February obligee 
him to adopt exceptional measures to 
carry out at the polls the policy that 
Captain-General Blanco and Senor Moret 
are already concerting. 

It is said that tho Spanish govern- 
ment will provide tho state department 
at Washington with the text of tho 
colonial reforms and full details of their 
working, with all that is required to 
give President McKinley an insight into 
the new policy before drafting hiB 
message. 

The Spanish ministers and Minister 
Woodford appear to get on very well to- 
gether. 

Madrid, Nov. 17, — The Spanish cabi- 
net thin evening discussed the Cuban 
autonomy principle, the basis of which 
is the enjoyment of all the rights enjoyed 
by the Spanish constitution, without 
any curtailment whatever; the identity 
of political and civil rights for Spaniards 
and Cubans without distinction, race or 
color, and the creation of a Cuban cham- 
ber, all members of which are to be 
elected by popular vote, and a Cuban 
senate to bo created later on, 



ENGAGEMENTS IN CUBA. 

Spanish Forces Report Successes Against 
Insurgents With Capture of 
Ammunition. 

Havana, Nov. 18. — It is reported that 
combined forces under Col. Ksteban re- 
cently had an engagement with the in- 
surgents under the leadership of Varano 
at Mogole, in the province of Pinar del 
Rio, with tho reBtilt that tho insurgents 
were put to flight, leaving 23 of their 
number dead on tho field. Among the 
slain were tho leader, Scorrente, and the 
insurgent prefect Caladre. The Spanish 
force captured a quantity of ammunition, 
and also destroyed the insurgents' camp. 

The Infanta battalion, according to 
official report, attacked a force of in- 
surgents at Sierra Yenglea, province of 
Del Rio, and the Spanish guide and 
seven soldiers were wounded. The 
troops, tho official report says, captured 
the mother of the insurgent Nunez, and 
his two sisters. The insurgent camp and 
houses were destroyed. 



NORTHERN EX PLOEATIONS. 

Plana of" the Next Nnnscn Expedition for 
Research by Land and Sea. 

Christiana, Nov. 18. — Kjalmer Jones, 
the Norwegian army officer who was 
with Dr. Nansen's recent Arctic expedi- 
tion, referring to tho plana for the Doc- 
tor's next trip North, sayB arrangements 
have already been made for a sojourn on 
Fran/. J u =ef Land. The Fratn, Nansen's 
ship, will be accompanied by a vessel 
called the Starkodder. There will be 
many more dogs and many scientific 
men, and one of tfie ships will advance 
into tiio ice until it becomes icebouud. 
From there aled expeditions will start 
North. The other ship will go along 
the border, making scientific researches 
in the ice, in the waters, and at the bot- 
tom of the sea. 



WILL STOP SEAL PISHING. 

An Ottawa Minister Says It Is as Good as 
Settled That This Will Be Done. 

Ottawa, Nov. 17. — A minister of the 
Crown stated to-day that the seal ques- 
tion was about as good as settled, lie 
thinks that both Canada and the 
United States will stop seal fishing for 
a time, so as to give the herds a chance 
to recover from the depletion of past 
years.

The Countries to Be Again Grouped 
in Hostile Legislation 
by Congress. 



Republicans a Unit for Hawaiian 
Annexation— No Prospect for 
Banking Laws. 



Washington, Nov. 18. — Senator 
Chandler, of New Hampshire, in an in- 
terview in regard to legislation at the 
coming session of congress said : Sena- 
tor Lodge proposes pushing tho meas- 
ure looking to the rc striction of immi- 
gration and demanding its passage with- 
out delay. 

Bills proposing to bar the undesirable 
foreign element from entering this 
country are now pending in both hotiee 
and senate, and there is no doubt that 
the two houses will be able to agree upon 
a bill. Tho hotiBo measure laya restric- 
tions on what are called " birds of pas- 
sage," but the senate bill does not. 

The class referred to is that which 
lives along the Northern and Southern 
border lines of the country, and em- 
braces Mexicans and Canadians who 
work daily in the United States hut live 
in their native countries. This part of 
tfie bill, in my judgment, eventually will 
be omitted from the senate bill, which 
applies to immigration from European 
and continental countries. 

Some action I believe will be taken 
looking to tho relief of the Cuban insur- 
gents. Of course the Republican policy 
largely depends on the President's nus- 
"sage, but my opinion is that he will 
leave tho entire matter to the judgment 
of congrese. 

The prospects for the ratiQcation of 
the Hawaiian treaty are excellent. The 
Republicans will Btand by it to a unit 
and many Democrats will do likewise. 
1 think the necessary two-thirds vote 
will be secured. As to financial legisla- 
tion and especially as to the revision of 
the banking laws, I cannot see how any 
euch legislation can be passed. 



SALISBURY ON HOME AFFAIRS. 

The British Premier on the Government of 
London— Compliment to India's 
Viceroy. 

London, Nov. 17.— At a mass meeting 
of the National Union Conservatives to- 
night the principal speaker was the 
Premier. Lord Salisbury, who seemed 
in the best of health and spirits, and 
who spoke with great animation, said 
that the situation was "not destitute 
of elements of apprehension, either at 
home or abroad." 

Referring to the disturbances on the 
northwest frontier of India, he paid a 
great and glowing tribute to Lord Elgin, 
the viceroy, who, he said, " has acted so 
worthily in the great criBiH wherein he 
Iihb been placed aa to be completely ab- 
solved of all chargea of bad faith." 

Speaking of foreign affairs, Lord Salis- 
bury denied that the government had 
yielded to France in the matter of Statu, 
Tunis or Madagascar. 

Turning to home affairs he said that 
the government of London was a ques- 
tion which must be solved, and could 
only be solved by giving to other and 
smaller municipal bodies a large part of 
tho duties now performed by the Loudon 
city council. He promised that the gov- 
ernment would introduce legislation on 
the subject at the next session of parlia- 
ment. "The present system," said his 
Lordship, ''is due to the modern passion 
for bigness of things, and is too un- 
wieldy." Ho asked hia hearers to 
look at what had been done across the 
ocean. 

" You want to be governed like New 
York. Yet the result, which was watch- 
ed with so much interest, and which bo 
many people. deplore, was adopted after 
an effort to amend the admitted defects 
in the municipality by enormously in- 
creasing its area and bringing a much 
vaster population under it.a range. Tito 
undertaking baa failed lamentably, he- 
cause it could not obtain the as- 
sistance and co-operation of the only 
clasa of men by whom municipal institu- 
tions can be satisfactorily and thorough- 
ly governed." 

Dealing with the results of the recent 
parliamentary bye-elections, Lord Salis- 
bury attributed the Conservative ami 
Liberal-Unionist losses to the indiffer- 
ence of their ranks, caused by the dis- 
organization of their adversaries, and ho 
urged Unionists not to relax their vigi- 
lance, " as the opposition hasall the ele- 
ments of organization and only lacks a 
general."

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The Sealing Question Can lie Settled 
Only Jointly With Other Sources 
of Irritation. 



No Intention to Bargain for Reci- 
procity Interfering with Pref- 
erence for Britain. 



Col. Prior Beaches Ottawa— Release 
of Fishing Schooner— JJau 
Mann's Mine. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. IS.— Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
and Sir Louis D.iviea returned from 
Washington to-day. There was 11 
lengthy meeting of the council thia 
afternoon which they attended and at 
which their mission to Washington was 
discueBed at length. After the cabinet 
meeting Sir Wilfrid received the news- 
paper correspondents to whom he made 
the following statement: "I took ad- 
vantage of my visit to Washington to 
discuss with President McKinley and 
his ministers, in addition to the sealing 
question, many international questions 
which have given rise to trouble and 
irritation between the United States and 
Canada. Prominent among these were 
the alien labor law, the Atlantic fisher- 
ies, the fisheries of the great lakes, 
and the United States tariff affecting 
Canadian interests. 

"It is plain to us that the sealing 
question cannot be settled by itself. It 
can only be settled in connection with 
irritating and important questions. 

" You may say very emphatically that 
there is no intention whatever of nego- 
tiating any reciprocity treaty which 
would interfere with or affect Canada's 
exibting British preferential tariffs. Thia 
iB well known to American statesmen. 
What has been discussed, however, is 
the reciprocal abolition of the duties on 
coal, lumber and fish, hay, potatoes, 
barley, eggs, and other similar articles. 
I am in hopes that our informal negotia- 
tions will be followed by more formal 
ones." 

Dan. Mann, the well known contrac- 
tor, was here to-day. He says the North 
Star mine, near Fort Steele, of which lie 
is one of the principal promoters, is giv- 
ing splendid results. One shipment of 
ore to Great Falls demonstrated what a 
splendid property it is. 

An order-in-council has been passed 
for the release of the United States 
schooner Frederick Gering, which was 
seized within the three mile limit last 
year. The owners of the vessel are to 
pay all costs and $1 fine. 

Col. Prior arrived here to-day, on his 
way from England, and was warmly 
greeted by his old friends. He leaves 
for home to-morrow. 



MANY PASSENGERS INJURED. 

Kansas City Train Derailed and Dropped 
Into Spring River. 

Kansas Citv, Nov. IS. — Train No. 2 
on the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Mem- 
phis road, which left Birmingham last 
evening for Kansas City, was derailed 
just west of Williford, Ark., at 3 o'clock 
this morning. The combination coaches, 
chair car and sleeper went over the 
bank, the first falling into Spring river. 
The chair car and sleeper were both 
burned. One passenger was fatally in- 
jured and about thirty others more or 
lees hurt. 



THE ANGLICAN SYNOD. 

The Bishop of Westminster Speaks of the 
Inadequate Support of the Clergy 
of the Diocese. 

New Westminster, Nov. IS. — At the 
meeting of the Anglican Synod here yes- 
terday, Bishop Dart Bpoke as follows 
with regard to the coming of Canon 
Pentreath : " The Rev. R. Small having 
resigned the archdeaconry of Columbia, 
I have appointed him archdeacon of 
Yale, with jurisction over the district 
and over all the Indian congregations. I 
have appointed the Rev. S. W. Pen- 
treath, Canon of Rupertsland, Archdea- 
con of Columbia. Nearly twenty years 
have passed since I met Canon Pen- 
treath at Montreal, when wo were dele- 
gates from our respective dioceses to the 
Provincial Synod. From my knowledge 
of his work in New Brunswick and from 
the accounts L have received of las sub- 
sequent career, T am confident that he 
will prove a valuable and welcome addi- 
tion to our ranks, and I rejoice that he 
has accepted the archdeaconry." 

The Bishop dealt at length with the 
financial all'aira of the diocese, saying: 

" I would impress upon the members 
of our church in the older parishes and 
diatricts the neceasity of doing more 
than they have hitherto done for the 
maintenance of the clergy. There are 
exceptions, I gladly admit, but if I may 
judge from the subscription liBta I have 
seen, and from other facta forced upon 
my attention, many of our people fail to 
realize their duty in this matter. It is 
very difficult for the parish priest to in- 
sist' upon the duty of his people to con- 
tribute properly to his own support. 
He may well shrink from doing so. 
Nevertheless for the sake of the church 
as we are now situated it must be done. 
The time is certainly coming when all 
ontaide help will be withdrawn from the 
older settlements. It will be impossible 
for clergy even with the most careful 
economy to maintain themselves unless 
their people give less grudgingly. 

"We all know that in a new country, 
clergy, like other professional men, must 
do an amount of manual labor which iB 
not necessary in ordinary countries. 
This ia not to be regretted providing the 
work doeB not interfere with their 
special duties. It may evon be helpful. 
Pastor and people may thus be able to 
sympathize more thoroughly with each 
other, and the dignity of labor in all its 
grades may be impressed more forcibly 
upon the community. But when the 
special duties are interfered with, when 
the clergyman is compelled 'to eke out 
Mb miserably insutlicient stipend by 
manual labor, or some other secular em- 
ployment, then lie certainly cannot per- 
form his proper duties efficiently, and 
vast injury results to the community. 
As the priest is, bo are the people. They 
Bink or rise with him in the moral and 
spiritual life. If the clergyman bedriven 
to engrossing manual labor or some other 
occupation to maintain his wife and 
family, the people to whom he should 
minister are perhaps the greatest eud'er- 
ers. 

" Macaulay baa some suggestive re- 
marks upon thia topic. According to 
him the English clergy were in a very 
depressed condition in the latter part, of 
the 17th and the beginning of the ISth 
century when England was at the nadir 
of her moral and spiritual life. Allowing 
for some rhetorical exaggeration, Macau- 
lay's description is no doubt a true one. 
The Vicar of Wakefield is not likely to 
be ao common a character in the body of 
extremely poor clergy aa a parson of a 
widely different type. Now we do not 
want the atate of things pictured by 
Macaulay reproduced in British Colum- 
bia. To avoid it the congregations that 
have been formed must rise nearer to 
the level of their duty and the Synod 
must commence the creation of central 
diocesan funds." 



Great Hurricane Raging from Cali- 
fornia to Flattery and Many 
" Ships in Trouble.

San Fkancisco, Nov. 18.— A heavy 
southeast hurricane ia raging from 
Eureka to Cape Flattery. The Bteamer 
State of California was due at Astoria 
Wednesday morning, but the chances 
are that she is hove to somewhere off the 
Columbia river awaiting a chance to got 
in. The Umatilla, from Puget Sound for 
San Francisco, must have encountered 
the full force of the storm. She was due 
here this morning, but has not arrived. 

On Wednesday morning it was blow- 
ing 05 miles off the Oregon coast, and 
to-day 'a storm reached Humboldt. The 
steamer Humboldt from San Francisco 
got into Eureka, but Capt. Bonnifield 
reports that the bar was breaking and 
weather very heavy outside. At the rate 
it is travelling the storm should reach 
San Francisco to-morrow, if it doeB not 
die out in the meantime. The bar-bound 
fleet which got of Gray's Harbor last 
Tuesday inuat also be in trouble. The 
fair wind U ey had at starting would 
about bring them to the Columbia and 
there they would meet the full force of 
the storm. The Bteamer President was 
due on Wednesday and the Truckee to- 
day from Yuquina, and they also are 
delayed. 

Seattle, Nov. 18.— A heavy wind and 
rain alorm has prevailed over the Puget 
Sound region for the past IS hours. Up 
to Bix o'clock to-night the rainfall had 
exceeded four inches. Owing to the 
crippled condition of the telegraph and 
telephone services only meagre reports 
have been received from adjacent potntB.

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C.P.R. KOOTENAY SERVICE. 

New Time Table Makes a Saving of From 
Twelve to Twenty Hours. 

Vancouver, Nov. IS. — Commencing on 
Sunday, the 21at inat., a considerable 
change will bo made in the C.P.R. train 
service, affording a very great saving in 
time between the Coaat and Kootenay 
■cities, which will be appreciated by the 
travelling public and those having busi- 
ness in the Kootenay. There will be no 
chango in the trains arriving at and de- 
p irting from Vancouver, but train No. 2, 
which leaves Vancouver at 14 o'clock, 
will arrive at Ilevelatoke at 8:20 instead 
of 9:15 as heretofore. Cloae connection 
will be made at Revelatoke and with the 
steamers at Arrowhead, bringing pas- 
sengers into Sandon at 10:55; Nelson, 
22:30: Trail, 22, and Rossland, 23 
o'clock the same day. The delay here- 
tofore necessary at Revelatoke will, in 
consequence, bo obviated, and a saving 
in time to Kootenay points effected 
through the new time service varying 
from twelve to twenty hourB. This 
change in running time gives a twenty- 
five-hoar eervice between Vancouver and 
Sandon, thirty-two hours between Van- 
couver and Nelson, and Vancouver and 
Trail, and thirty-three hours botween 
Vancouver and Rossland. The steamers 
Kootenay and Nakusp will not run be- 
yond Robson, passengers and freight be- 
ing transferred over to the Columbio 
Western railway.

PAY FOR ALDliliMEN. 

Corporation of Westminster Declare in Favor 
oi the Principle. 

New Westminster, Nov. 18. — The Al- 
dermanic Limitation By-law, introduced 
by Aid. Robson, may be looked upon aa 
being virtually passed, and the future 
controllers of the affairs of this city will 
be only seven in number, and, if the by- 
law, which will be introduced by Aid. 
Robson at the next meeting of the coun- 
cil for the purpose of providing an in- 
demnity for the aldermen for the year 
1898, passes, the seven aldermen will be 
remunerated for their labora ou behalf 
of the city's welfare. All the othercitiea 
on the Coast, as well as the municipali- 
ties, allow their aldermen a certain 
amount for their labors, and many claim 
that there is no reason why this city 
should not do the same. The majority 
of the aldermen are workingmen, and 
the time they devote to the city's work, 
in many cases, means so much cash out 
of pocket. Of course, there is no law to 
prevent a man from going before the 
electors on a " no remuneration " ticket, 
but it is doubtful if any will do this, as 
the citizens will recognize the necessity 
of allowing a small amount to their al- 
dermen. The danger to be guarded 
against is to avoid making, or increasing, 
at some future time, the indemnity to 
an amount that will make it a bait to 
oflice-seekers, and, by so doing, demoral- 
ise the city's affairs. 



THE FERN MINE. 

First Mill Run Gives Splendid Results and 
Extra Stamps Will Soon Be 
Working. 

Nelson, Nov. 15.— (Special)— Mr. F. 
C. Innes, the manager and John A. 
Beach brought in to Nelson to-day Ave 
bricks of gold bullion as a result of the 
first mill run of the Fern mine, orr*Morn- 
ing mountain, near the headwaterB of 
the Hall creek. The bricks were de- 
posited with the Bank of Montreal. Mr. 
Innes furnished the following report of 
the liS days' run to November 13: Bul- 
lion shipped, $1 1,325 ; bullion on hand, 
$670: concentrates shipped, 20 tons; net 
smelter returns, $1,500; six tons of con- 
centrates on hand. $150; total product of 
the mill, .$13,015. Ore shipments, 20 tons ; 
net returns, $1,200; making a total of 
the mine and mill for the 38 days of 
$15,1-15. The total number of tons milled 
was 965, or an average of 25 1-10 tons 
per day. Trie average duty per stamp 
in 24 hours was 2 51-100 tona 

The average free gold per ton milled 
was $12 13. The average value of con- 
centrates was $2.02. The estimated cost 
of mining and milling per ton was $4.50. 
At the latter figure the total cost of 
mining and milling for the thirty-eight 
days amounted to $4,312.50, leaving a 
balance to the credit of the mine of 
$10, 803. 50. The mine in looking splen- 
didly, and besides a regular force of 
twenty-eight men there are fourteen 
employed on construction. Ten extra 
stamps will soon be at the mine and 
everything iB ready for their reception. 
Ttiey will be in operation ten days after 
their arrival. Tne company has decided 
to put in a cyanide plant for the tailings 
aud will get to work at it aa quickly as 
possible. The results generally have ex- 
ceeded all expectations.

'HIE GALENA KAMI TROUBLE. 

English Stockholders Make Inquiries One 
Year Too Late for Service. 

(From the Nelson Tribune.) 
The Vancouver, British Columbia and 
General Exploration Company, Limited, 
the eyndieato which succeeded in float- 
ing the Galen:-. Farm properties in Lon- 
don at a fancy figure, has beeu experi- 
encing some rough weather lately in the 
financial world. This Vancouver syndi- 
cate came into prominence in Southern 
Kootenay during the latter part of 1896, 
when U.'VV. Callahan, its engineer, was 
turned loose in a scramble for mineral 
properties. Among other properties 
Callahan secured the G rover, Peerless, 
Carrie, Ourrie Fraction, Stephenson and 
K ite — locally known as the Galena 
Farm properties. These properties were 
secured for $83,000, and the Galena 
Mines, Limited, was floated in London 
for the purpose of acquiring and working 
them . This company issued £525,000 in 
£1 shares, and for the purchase of tho 
Galena Farm properties, which cost 
the Vancouver syndicate $33,000, it 
paid £25,000 in cash and £175,000 
in Galena Mines stock. The Galena 
Mines therefore went b.-fore the public 
aB a company that had paid in cash more 
than four times tlio value of the prope 



in the Galena Mines. The properties 
cost too much, and by the division of tho 
stock had to return the vendors $'20 be- 
fore it could return the British investor 
one dollar. The following report of a 
meeting of the proprietors of the Van- 
couver and British Columbia General 
Exploration Company is taken from the 
B. C. Mining Review, of London: 

" While extending our congratulations 
to the board of the Vancouver and Brit- 
ish Columbia General Exploration Com- 
pany, Ltd., on their decision to meet the 
heavy slump in the market price of their 
Bbares by calling a meeting of the pro- 
prietors and putting the facts before 
them in all their naked truth, we are 
yet sorry that we cannot equally congra- 
tulate the shareholders on the poaition 
disclosed. Rumors of an adverse char- 
acter to the company and all its workB 
have been floatintr about the city for 
some weeks, and probably inside selling 
of Galenas at merely rubbish prices indi- 
cated that in some quarters it was realiz- 
ed that the Vancouver syndicate, as it is 
known in the city, hail been the unin- 
tentional instrument for foisting a 
worthless silver-lead property upon the 
British public. But we do not think 
that the shareholders oi either the Van- 
couver syndicate or the Galena Mines, 
Ltd., had any idea that the real state of 
affairs was so lamentably disquieting. 

" A great deal was made about Mr, Car- 
lyle's reports. Mr. Carlyle, however, 
simply drew up his reports for tho guid- 
ance of the government, and it behooved 
the directors of this ill-fated concern to 
have very carefully checked the reports 
made about it by absolutely impartial 
experts before accepting them, and mak- 
ing them the basis of an application to 
the British public for a largo sum of 
money to exploit the property. Surely 
the presence of zinc should have been 
discovered by experts at the very out- 
set, instead of having to be disclosed 
nearly twelve months after the forma- 
tion of the company, as one of the 
reasons of the failure of the property to 
realize the hopes of its founders. 

"Of course we know that to a large ex- 
tent the blame is laid upon Mr. Cal- 
lahan; but all the same it ought to be 
pointed ought that (or some time advices 
from British Columbia about tho Galena 
lave been distinctly alarming, and as 
this was one of the chief properties of 
tho syndicate, was quite sufficient to ac- 
ount for the heavy fall in its shares. 
While we do not for one moment im- 
pugn the bona tides of the directors of 
the Vancouver syndicate, we sincerely 
regret in the interests of the province, 
that they should have been connected 
with such a froat. Very little was said 
about the other properties and options 
of the syndicate, but what was said was 
not, we are afraid, of a character to in- 
spire much confidence in the breasts of 
the holders of either Vancouver syndi- 
cate or Galenas, or indicate a possibility 
of an early recovery in the market 
prices of these issues from the depths of 
depression into which they havo been 
plunged by the series of unfortunate 
events which were punctuated by tho 
admissions at Thursday's meeting by 
tho chairman."

TS IT A GREEK GIFT' 

No forecast of the result of the nego- 
tiations no ;v pending between the Ot- 
tawa and Washington governments can 
be otherwise than uncertain, owing to 
an unknown quantity that must be 
taken into account. This quantity is 
the object of the new American depart- 
ure. What is the aim of the movement 
which has led the President to instruct 
Mr. Kasaon to consider the subject of 
Canadian reciprocity? No one will be 
so absurd as to suppose that it is a de- 
Eire to benefit the Dominion. It can 
scarcely be a wish to remove all causes 
of friction between the two countries, for 
too many opportunities to advance so 
excellent an object have been allowed to 
pass unimproved to render that likely. 
There iB no reason to suppose that tl e 
United States has received any new 1 i fill t 
as to the commercial advantages to be 
derived from closer relations with Can- 
ada. We think we must seek in quite 
Bnothcr direction for an explanation ef 
thiB nsw departure. 

Whatever may be the measure of 
credit attaching, accidentally or other- 
wise, to Sir Wilfrid Laurier in connec- 
tion with tbe impetus given to the im- 
perialistic movement by the Jubilee 
festivities, there is no room for doubt 
that the consolidation of the Empire is 
proceeding apace, and that, in the 
mighty national arch which will over- 
shadow the globe, Canada will be tbe 
keystone. Nearly everyone in the United 
States haB looked forward to the time 
when the Union Jack would leave this 
continent forever, and the delay in tho 
consummation o£ this desire lias been re- 
cirded only aB the ripening process in 
the rich plum soon to drop from the 
parent limb. It was the hope of United 
States politicians that the advent of the 
Liberal party to power would advance 
t he cause of Continental Union, and it 
was with no little surprise and disap- 
pointment that they beheld the 
Liberal premier, and a Frenchman 
at that, posing in London as tho cham- 
pion of British imperialism. This was 
not Recording to programme. One of tho 
doctrines of the American gospe! ac- 
cording to McKinley has been that the 
way to win Canada over to annexation 
Sh to render her condition as uucom- 
lortablu as possible. The late Mr. Dana 
was a great apostle to this creed. Make 
Canada feel the burden of her British 
connection and she will soon cast it off 
— this was one of Mr. Dana's pet de- 
lusions. There was nothing upon which 
there was greater unanimity of senti- 
ment in the United States than upon the 
notion that if the favor of that country 
were withdrawn, Canada would bo con- 
fronted with the alternative of annexa- 
tion or bankruptcy. Ttie unexpected 
happened. Canada extended her hand 
to the Great Mother, who grasped it 
heartily without even stopping to in- 
quire what tho new overture implied. 
Lritish imperialism will like a great 
colossus bestride this continent. The 
northward extension of tho United States 
must be considered as indefinitely post- 
poned. 

In this new condition of things it is 
not difficult to discover a motive for tho 
sudden change of front on the part of 
the Washington Cabinet. If President 
McKinley can check the advance of 
British imperialism lie will have accom- 
plished what from tho point of view 
o: most United KtateB public men will 
be regarded as a triumph. Therefore he 
has sought to win tho Canadian LiberalB 
back to their first love. Will lie prove 
successful? Can ho hope to induce Sir 
Wilfrid to turn his hack upon Groat 
Britain? Will lie induce him to accept 
and grant each commercial favors that 



IC OO TEN A Y TRANSPOR TA TION. 

Both the federal and provincial gov- 
ernments ought to grapple in deter- 
mined fashion with the transportation 
problem, so far as it affects the Koote- 
nay. It is tho question of the hour 
there. We do not agree with those who 
think tho Canadian Pacific or any other 
company doing business in Canada de- 
liberately sets itself to work to thwart 
the development of trade. Theoretical- 
ly tho interests of shippers and trans- 
portation companies aro identical. It 
is tho interest of the former to pay 
enough to enable the latter to give a 
good service; it is the interest of the lat- 
ter to carry freight low enough to make 
it an object for the former to increase 
their shipments. Everyone admits these 
propositions; but unfortunately when 
it comes to applying them in practice any 
number of difficulties crop up, Hence 
there is everywhere more or leas friction 
between the shippers and tbe transpor- 
tation companies. The Kootenay papers 
discuss the question as though it were 
something peculiar to that part of the 
world ; but they know that it is not and 
only treat it as if it were in their desire 
to be very emphatic. 

There are somo propositions in regard 
to the traflic of the Kootenay which 
seem self-evident. One of these is that 
the district is and must always to a large 
extent remain Canadian Pacific terri- 
tory. Competition can como from two 
sources, although in any event it must 
be only partial. One of these is by con- 
nection with tho railways of the United 
State*, and the other iB by an independ- 
ent railway to the coast. This refer-" 1 1 
traffic with outside places. A secmid, 
and some will say, an equally important 
question, is that of local traffic, whereby 
the produce of the mines can be got to 
the smelters. There is necessarily more 
or less connection between the two des- 
cri ptions of traffic. 

In any plan that may be adopted, the 
Canadian Pacific must be considered. It 
is well enough for irresponsible persons 
to talk as though this great corporation 
could be taken by the throat and com- 
pelled to do what anybody sees fit to 
require. A great transcontinental rail- 
way is as much an actual factor in de- 
termining competing means of transpor- 
tation as a great mountain range would 
be. Suppose that the Victoria, Vancou- 
ver cc Eastern company should be able 
to get their project financed, the country 
could have no possible guarantee that it 
w mid be an actual competitor with tho 
C.P.R. We have lately seen how two 
such rival roads as the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacitic have become 
allies. No way can be suggested where- 
by men can be prevented from selling 
their stock in a railway. ThiB iB juBt as 
true of the Columbia ec Western as of 
the other company. It is just as true 
of Lie Nelson & Port Sheppard. 
For the present it suits the purposes of 
all these concerns to be in a sense rivals. 
Six months from now it may suit the in- 
terest of some or all of them to unite. 
If by subsidizing one concern in prefer- 
ence to any other the government could 
get some sort of a guarantee that contin- 
uous competition would bo secured, 
thereby ensuring lower freight rates, the 
solution of the question would be easy 
enough. But can this bo done? Can 
any surety bo given that tho C. P. K. 
will not acquire in some way the control 
of any new line that may bo built? We 
ask this question because the cry of tho 
Kootenay press is for relief from what 
they call an impending C. P. R. mon- 
opoly. If Buch a monopoly is impend- 
ing, and if it is likely to be detrimental 
to tbe best interests of Kootenay, can 
any one suggest a certain method of 
warding it oil? This question calls for 
more than mere general statements. 
Let it be conceded that com- 
petition in freight charges is neces- 
sary in the- interest of the 
Kootenay mires. How can it bo se- 
cured; not only for n fu»v months, for 
there would be no object in spending 
money for that, but permanently? Can 
the V. V. & E. company guarantee it? 
Can the Columbia & Western do so? It 
may be said that tho latter, by reason of 
iti being operated in connection with a 
smelter, would be likely to remain inde- 
pendent, so fur as local traflic is con- 
cerned. It will be contended that tho 
former, by reason of its coast connection, 
could afford to remain an independent 
line. But wo all know that, as a matter 
of practical business, railway companies 
are governed by what appear to he their 
interests from time to time, and that it 
is impossible to lay down in advance 
any general rules which they may be 
counted upon with certainty to follow. 

It would be an easy matter for both 
governments to stand aloof and let tho 
companies build what roads thoy choose, 
where they choose and when iuey 
chooHe, giving them no aid whatever 
from the public funds. But the people 



THE GROUND FOR A SUBSIDY. 

The News-Advertiser is opposed to 
provincial aid to a railway to tho Yukon 
waters. Thero was a very comprehen 
sive railway scheme, which, if wo are not 
greatly in error, our contemporary would 
have been glad to support: but tho com 
bination could not be made, and since 
then it has boon next to impossible to 
suggest a railway subsidy plan to which 
it has not been opposed. The Cassiar 
Central was a conspicuous exception to 
the rule. The object of the Cassiar Cen 
tral is in some respects the same as tho 
proposed 'ine to Teslin Lake, namely, to 
develop a part of British Columbia and 
promote the exploration and opening 
up of the contiguous portion of the 
Northwest territory. The railway to 
Teslin Lake will have the additional re- 
commendation of aiding British Colum- 
bia cities in competing for the trade of 
tbe Yukon valley. Tnere is not an ar- 
gument in favor of tbe Cassiar Central 
subsidy which does not apply to a sub- 
sidy for a lino to TYslin Lake. 
We do not recall what tbe News-Adver- 
tiser said in favor of tbe latter, but we 
do know that Mr. Cotton spoke for the 
subsidy in tbe House and voted for it 
and against the party with which he was 
supposed to be in sympathy. It ought 
not to be difficult to convince a gentle- 
man who favored the Cassiar Central 
subsidy, that a Btibsidy for a Stickeen- 
Teslin railway would be a good thing. 
He might raise a question as to the 
amount and nature of tho aid to be 
given, but he could hardly justify the 
principle of the one and condemn the 
principle of the other. 

Piesent indications are that Teslin 
In lie is likely to become a mining centre 
of very considerable importance. There 
is gold on the Hootalinqua, and in some 
at least of tho streams flowing into the 
lake. There is very promising ground 
between the lake and the Stickeen river. 
There is room for somo colonization 
along the lino which such a rail 
way would follow. Therefore the 
same class of arguments can be 
used in favor of a subsidy to such a line 
as were successful in convincing Mr, 
Cotton that he ought to speak for and 
vote for the Cassiar Central subsidy. 

Tbe Colonist will go as far as its con 
temporary in contending that the prov- 
ince ought not to incur any resp jnsibil 
ity in order to promote the development 
of parts of Canada lying outside of the 
province unless Borne corresponding 
benefit would accrue to British Colum 
bia; but tbe argument aB stated by the 
News- Advertiser is a very narrow one 
Given the existence of a region outside 
of British Columbia, the trade of which 
can under certain conditions be brought 
to British Columbia, it may be the duty 
of the British Columbia government to 
supply those conditions. The province 
ought not to feel itself hampered by the 
arbitrary lines which the parliament of 
Canada has laid down as the limits of 
this province. If thero is a good thing 
beyond these lines, which may be got by 
reaching out for it, we favor attempting 
to reach it. 

We stated yesterday the principle 
which ought to govern euch a subsidy. 
We would not favor the general offer of 
a subsidy to this or any otiier railway; 
but believe that a specific project should 
be presented to tho legislature, provided 
always that the Dominion shall not de- 
cide to construct the line as a public 
work. Such a project should bo explicit 
as to immediate construction, and the 
company receiving aid should be bound 
to show its good faith and financial 
ability, not only before receiving a con- 
tract to build the road under the sub- 
sidy, but before receiving a charter from 
tho legislature. A railway can be built 
from tho Stickeen river to Teslin Lake 
next season. If this can bo brought 
about by the granting of a reasonable 
subsidy from the province, wo favor 
legislation to that effect, provided a 
company, having the monoy at its com- 
mand, is prepared to enter into a con- 
tract to that effect with tho government, 
subject to tbe approval of the legislature.

Tho trial of John Aitkin, ciiarged with 
the murder of hid father-in-law, George 
Brown, opened in the assize court yes- 
terday and during tho afternoon the 
grand jury brought in their preeent- 
mont, a somewhat lengthy one dealing 
with a number of subjects of special in- 
terest to the people of Victoria. 

The presentment read as follows: 
To the Honorable Theodore Davie, Chief 
Justice of British Columbia: 
May it Please Your Lordship: — We, 
the Grand Jury now assembled, present 
to your Lordship tho following report: 

Rush to the Yukon via Victoria, We 
believe that tho benefit to the city and 
province from this source will be im- 
measurable, but wo must point out that 
the benefits to accrue to the city of Vic- 
toria will bo but transient unless the 
municipality riseB, and rises shortly, to 
the importance of the occasion. It 
Beems to ua that in the present condition 
of things tens and hundreds of people 
who, in pasting through the city and 
seeing its natural beauty and un- 
surpassed surroundings, might be 
tempted to return hero and set- 
tle, or arrango for the coming of 
their fannies, while they themselves 
spend thbir sum mora in the North, 
would he deterred from doing so by the 
condition of our streets, water supply 
and drainage. It also appears to us that 
a little energy on the part of the muni- 
cipal authorities would very soon reme- 
dy matters. If being unwilling to use 
tho powers given them 1 y tho provincial 
government to enforce connections with 
the Bowers, owing to their dislike of 
pressing Borne of the poorer property 
owners, could they not apply to the gov- 
ernment for power to raise the necessary 
money to do the work, and charge it 
against the lands and improvements of 
those unable to find the money to do it 
themselves. If this were done every 
property along tho line of the sewerage 
system, as at present laid, could he con- 
nected in two months after the said 
power was obtained. Then, again, 
we consider tho disgraceful con- 
dition of the Johnson street 
ravine, and the connections of 
closets with box drains, evils that the 
authorities could instantly put a atop to, 
were they to use the powers given them 
by the municipal act. 

Wo are entirely in accord with Your 
Lordship's views as regards street im- 
provement, and think it imperative that 
means should be taken to apply once 
more to the people to furnish the funds 
for this moat important work. With the 
streets and sidewalks in their present 
condition our town can never be as at- 
tractive as it should be, either to inhab- 
itants or new-comers. If this work could 
be put in hand contemporaneously with 
ihe lin ing of the pipes lor all sower cou- 
uectioiis, we should no longer see the 
tea ' n:g no of roads which have iuat 
been repaii ed. 

Wo would urge the extreme necessity 
Of the immediate completion of the 
waterworks at Beaver lako, which have 
now been so long in an unfinished state, 
and on w hich the citizens have expended 
money with a lavish hand, and have not 

r< i. edits vet in return therefore one 

gallon of water from the new filter beds. 

Bridges.— We are alcio of opinion that 
some definite steps should ho taken to 
place permanent bridges in tho city in 
place of the present old and fast decay- 
ing wooden ones, more especially in 
view of the extra traffic wo ate antici- 
pating they will bo called upon to bear. 
We would also point out that 'hiring the 
coming year tho Dominion government 
will, as agreed with the city o r oil last 
year, remove the pile bridge ut Point 
Ellico if a Btruct'ira of a pei rnanent 
nature to connect Eequimalt with Vic- 
toria be not commenced iu the mean- 
while. Wo call attention to tho fact 
that the grand jury in their pre- 
sentment to your Lordship in June, 
lS'Jtl, recommended that this bridge 
should be immediately replaced by a 
permanent structure sufficiently strong 
to carry any traffic which it might lie 
called upon to bear, and they also 
strongly recommended that the pro- 
vincial government should render mater- 
ial assistance towards tho cost of the 
work; this briilgo being more than an 
ordinary connecting link between two 
streets, it being tho means by which one 
of the principal highways of the country 
enter the city, with which sentiment and 
suggestion hitherto unheeded by the 
authorities, wo are moBt heartily and 
entirely in accord. For the building of 
tho pormauent bridge and tho replacing 
of tho other city britlgea by permanent 
ones wo believe that tho several author- 
ities should now raise the means, and bo 
avoid all chance of a repetition of tho 
terrible calamity of the 26th of May, 
1896. 

Wharves.— We would also suggest an 
examination of the wharves along the 
entire water front of the city. One slip 
gave away during the Jubilee celebra- 
tion, and we have reason to believe that 
others are not as safe aa they ought to 
be. 

Eire Arms and Catapults.— Wo call the 
serious attention of tho responsible par- 
ties to the danger attending tho use of 
fire arms, air guns and catapults by lads 
and even boys of tender years ; many in- 



stances having come to our personal 
knowledge not merely of destruction of 
property but of hazard to life and wo 
hope that paronta will nssiBt the police 
by Boeing that their own children do not 
possesB or ubo theso dangerous weapons. 

Steam Circular Saws. — We are also of 
opinion that tho city should at once put 
a stop to the practice of cutting wood on 
tho streets by circular saws worked by 
steam as it has led to serious accidents 
and is, we believe, permitted in no well- 
ordered community. 

Provincial Gaol— We have inspected 
this and find that it is well kept, and the 
food and sanitary conditions satisfactory. 
Iu view of the large amount of wood In 
the roofs, floors and other parts of tide 
building and tho insufficient water pres- 
sure, especially during the summer 
months, we think some means Bhouldbe 
devised to lesson any risk of Iosb of life 
through fire. Having seen many of the 
prisoners with iron shackles rivotted on 
their legs, which are not removed by day 
or night, we are of opinion that au en- 
quiry should beheld as to whether there 
is a necessity for what appears to us to 
be an extreme measure. 

Jubilee Hospital — We also visited the 
Jubilee hospital, and found its condition 
excellent, and wore especially struck 
with the new operating room, built and 
fitted in accordance with the latest ideas. 
We hope that ere long some satisfactory 
solution of the drainage difficulty at'this 
valuable institution may be found. 

Aa many grand juries have already ex- 
pressed their opinion on most of the 
matters contained iu this presentment, 
and as apparently there has been no 
notice taken of their presentments, we 
desire to express onr hops that some 
means may bo found to prevent the work 
of successive grand juries from being 
rendered nugatory by the carelessness or 
indifference of those in charge of the in- 
terests of tho public.

In thanking the Grand Jury for the 
attention they had given to their duties 
the Chief Justice informed them that he 
would take care that their recommenda- 
tions should be brought before the pro- 
per authorities, and particularly should 
notice be taken of the reference they 
had made to the water supply and 
sewernge connections. Theso were mat- 
ters appertaining to the public health, 
and h > pointed out that should the 
city not exercise their poworB properly, 
the provincial government might, nnder 
the health act, step in, as had been done 
a few years ago when the city were not 
carrying out necessary requirements to 
protect the health of the city. He did 
not know of course what the provincial 
government would do, but ho would for- 
ward the recommendations to the city 
and provincial governments, and the 
Dominion government as well. It was 
certainly time that the recommendations 
of successive grand juries should bo at- 
tended to and not ignored. 

THE BROWN BH00T1NG CASE. 

John Aitkin, charged with murder, 
was defended by Mr. George E. Powell, 
Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney-gen- 
eral, acting for the crown. The door 
through which Atken fired tho fatal shot 
on March 18 last, was shown in evidence, 
somewhat clumsy and roughly made, 
with a wooden bolt. The general facts 
of tho case have already been well known 
to the public. Brown, it will be re- 
membered, was Bhot as ho was outside 
Aitkin's door, at Sooke, Aitkin claiming 
aa a defence that he was afraid of his 
life and he believed Brown was trying to 
break in to kill him. The wounded man 
lingered for some months after the shoot- 
ing, dying at last on August 17. 

Brown's living deposition was read in 
evidence yesterday. It was in effect 
that ho had gone over to Aitkin's house, 
tapped at tho door with a etick he had 
picked up to defend himself against a 
couple of dogs he found outside, and 
asked lor his children, who ho believed 
were within. The deposition stated that 
it wiib when Brown tapped that the shot 
was lired through tho door. 

Mrs. Brown, the widow, swore that 
Aitkin had said shortly before the 
shooting that he would "fix" Brown 
shortly," and she had replied he had bet- 
ter look out or he would get his neck 
stretched. 

Mrs. Brown did not nee the row be- 
tween Aitkin and her husband on t lie 
17th, Brown was acting noisily, and one 
of tho children got frightened, so she left 
the house with tho young one's, and 
made her way to a neighbors, some 
miles away. 

It look a long time to get Mrs. Brown 'b 
evidence over, ami Mrs. Aitkin proved a 
very nervous witness also. She was the 
first witness called for the defence, and 
told of trouble her husband had with 
Brown on tho 17th of March. She said 
Brown came home, and without provo- 
cation, knocked her husband down, and 
Baying ho would cut his throat, reached 
round to his pocket for a knife. How- 
ever, he let Aitkin up again, and the 
quarrel blew over. Mrs. Aitkin's evi- 
dence was in ell'ect that her husband was 
afraid Brown would kill him. Telling 
about the Bhooting, she stated that 
brown was pushing in the door when 
Aitkin fired, ho being afraid that Brown 
was coming in to kill him. At the close 
of Mrs. Aitkin's testimony tho court ad- 
journed at 7 o'clock till this morning, 
the jury being locked up over night.

A Man of Sterling Honesty 
Earned the Approbation 
of All. 



Who 



The resignation of Hon. Mr. Justice 
H'jCreight, which was announced in 
yesterday 'd paper, will remove from the 
bench one of the beat known figures in 
legal circles in this province. 

The Hon. John Foster McOreight, who 
has just now resigned the important 
oilice of Judge of the Supreme Court of 
British Columbia, is a native of the 
Emerald lele, and was the last of that 
old race of well trained Old Country 
barristers who came to this province on 
the discovery of gold in 185S-5!> with the 
late Chief Justice Sir M. B. Begbie. 
He comes from a distinguished race on 
all sides, for his aunt the Countess de 
SaliB, well known in court circleB at 
home, was the mother of that Count de 
Salis who led the gallant 1300 in their 
desperate ride on the plains of Bala- 
clava, while his uncle was the late chief 
justice Sir William Muxwell of Aus- 
tralia, in which latter country Mr. Mo- 
Creight himself occupied a high legal 
position before trying his fortunes in 
Vancouver Island. 

Fine looking and athletic and of a 
high, determined character, he was well 
formed to encounter the difficulties and 
hardships inseparable from the early 
following of the law in a new and rough 
and almost pathless gold country. From 
the first he took hia place along with 
George Hunter Carey, a favorite pupil of 
Sir Hugh Cairns, sent out by the Home 
government as Her Majesty's attor- 
ney-general to assist Sir James 
Douglas, the new Governor, in his 
administrative work in Vancouver 
island, the Hon. David Babington Ring, 
Q.C., the present Sir Henry, then Mr. 
Crease, Mr. Win. Tyrwhitt Drake, now 
Mr. Juatice Drake; Mr. Hobson Walker, 
Mr. Jackson, Q.C., Mr. Byles and a 
number of other English lawyers. Mr. 
McCreight took hia place and kept it to 
the last during all the viacisBitudes of 
the subsequent 3S years, aa a learned, 
bold, conscientioua successful lawyer 
and a thoroughly honest man. 

Mr. Justice McCreight arrived in the 
province in the early sixties, and has for 
the greater part of the time since made 
this city his home. Upon his arrival 
here he at once opened a law oflice and 
soon became the acknowledged local 
authority on mattera of law. Mr. Mc- 
Creight never took a very active part in 
public mat'.erB, but on the formation of 
the Confederation League in ISO!), which 
was formed for the purpose of carrying 
on the agitation for union of the then 
crown colony of British Columbia with 
the Dominion of Canada, he joined aa a 
working member for a time. 

When confederation had become an 
accomplished fact the now retiring judge 
was called upon by Governor Trutch to 
form a ministry. It is a curious fact, 
but is vouched for by thoBe who speak 
whereof they know, that the lieutenant- 
governor, Joseph Trutch (now Sir Jo- 
seph), was not on terms of intimacy, in 
fact having but a bowing acquaintance 
at the time with the subject of this 
sketch, but so high was the public 
esteem and confidence in Mr. McCreight 
that the lieutenant-governor actually 
passed over the leading public men of 
the time and called upon this lawyer to 
form the first ministry in this prov- 
ince under responsible government. Nor 
was the governor's appreciation of the 
sterling honesty anil uprightness of 
character of hia appointee out of place, 
for men on both uides in politics thor- 
oughly concurred In the selection. 

Previous to confederation the affairs of 
the colony had been conducted by what 
was then jjco6ely called the "six by 
nine " parliament— six members elected 
by the entire voting power of the colony 
and nine members appointed by the 
governor who held office under the im- 
perial authorities. By this means the 
conduct of the business of the colony 
was practically in the hands of the gov- 
ernor, and it was to change this state of 
affairs by throwing in their lot with the 
destinies of the young Dominion that the 
confederation league above referred to 
was organized. Notwithstanding the 
fact that it teems unexplicable when 
viewed in the light of what has 
taken place since the union the ad- 
vocacy of that measure in Victoria in the 
latter part of the sixties was not alto- 
gether devoid of friction, and strange as 
it may now seem, citizens who openly 
advocated the union were in hiany cases 
made to feel the unpopularity ot the 
course. 

Having taken up the reins of govern- 
ment as Premier and Attorney-General 
of the province on its admission into the 
union on July lit), 1871, Mr. McCreight 
wan elected to represent Victoria city, 
and from the members elected to that 
the first sestion of the first parliament 
of British Columbia, selected the late 
Judge a. liocko Robertson and Mr. 
Walkem, now Mr. Justice Walkem, as 
colleagues to form the new government. 

The responsibilities of public life were 
not to Mr. McCreiuht's liking, ho having 
been practically forced into the arena of 
politics, and he took the very first oppor- 
tunity that presented itself of relinquish- 
ing its cares. The chance presented 
itself during the second session 
of the parliament, when the leader 
of the opposition took advantage of the 
enforced absence of several of Mr. Mc- 
Creight's supporters from " up country," 
among them the present leader of the 
opposition in the local house, Mr.Ohaa. 
Sernlin and J. A. Mara, ex-M.P., to 
Bpring an adverse vote against the gov- 
ernment in connection with the build- 
ing of a small bridge somewhere in the 
dietrict. Although urged by hia follow- 
ers to take a different course Mr. Mc- 
Creight decided to retire from office and 
promptly handed in his resignation aB 
premier, but continued to represent the 
city of Victoria as one of ita memberH 
until the genoral election of 1875, when 
ho withdrew from politics entirely and 
devoted his enorgiea to the building up 
of a very largo practice as a lawyer. 

Nineteen yeara ago Mr. McCreight was 
appointed a judgoof the Supremo court 
by the government of Sir John Mac- 
donald at the same time that his former 
colleague in his Bhort-lived miniatry, the

late A. Rocke Robertson, was elevated to 
the bench. 

From that date to the present time he 
baa administered the duties of the 
County court, the Supreme court and 
the Court of Appeal, Hia judgments 
have ever won respect and attention, ami 
he baa rendered to every judge who ap- 
plied for hia assistance the valuable aid 
of that marvellous knowledge of leading 
caeea in all divisions of law and equity, 
and all cases under old and recent 
laws, as has made him the priilo 
and boast of all hia legal brethren; 
while hid disinterested communication 
of the knowledge he possessed to all hia 
legal brethren, young and old, has 
secured him the l isting love and reapect 
of all the judges, barristers anil students 
with whom lie has bstn brought into 
cioFe contact. 

So that whenever the history of these 
times shall be written there will be no 
greater honor or inducement that can be 
presented for the training and encour- 
agement of thorough lawyers in th * 
province, of the best style and class, tlmn 
the honored example and exalted name 
of John F"oster McCreight. 

As already announced the members of 
the bar will tender the retiring judge a 
farewell dinner in the near future as a 
mark of the high esteem with which he 
is held. 



NEWS OF THE PROVINCE. 

The assessor of Greenwood returns the 
assessed value of city realty at $193,725, 
and of improvements at $51,620. The 
improvements have been aesessed at 
fifty per cent, of their value. Should 
this assessment atand the assaulta of the 
realty ownera upon revision, the maxi- 
mum revenue of the corporation under 
tliiB head will he $8,325. Tneareaof the 
corporation iB 10 acres but this is en- 
croached upon by three mineral clainiB 
which have not yet been subdivided and 
cannot therefore be assessed under the 
municipal act. 

The city council of Kaslo has been 
notilied by the provincial board of health 
that the corporation of the city of Kaslo 
will not be permitted to drain its sewage 
into Kootenay lake. The Kaslo people 
protest that this prohibition is unneces- 
sary, because it is stated that Kaslo is a 
city of less than L',000 inhabitants, and 
that Kootenay lake is a body of water 
over So mileB in length, with an average 
width of three miles, and a depth of 400 
feet. 

Two hundred lots in the addition A to 
the town of Nelson have been sold to an 
English syndicate, which intends to hold 
them for speculative purposes. They 
will probably be placed on the market 
again by about December at an advanc- 
ed rate. The amount of money involved 
is not stated. 

The Lillooet, Fraser River and Cari- 
boo Gold Field?, Ltd., are making ar- 
rangements for establishing offices at 
Revelstoke. Mr. Bennett, their man- 
ager, has rented the top flat of the Me- 
Cartv block. He will reside here. 



Chinese Turned Back 
San Fkanctisco, Nov. IS.— The steam- 
ship Coptic, which started to-day for the 
Orient, carried nearly 100 Chinese, in- 
eluding several who were deported. 
These men came here" about a month 
ago with certificates to the effect that 
they were merchants and members of 
well-known firms in Chinatown. The 
linns, however, repudiated their claim. 

A Steamer Disabled. 
Nkw York, Nov. 18. — The steamer 
Megantic from London, November -1, for 
this port anchored outside the bar this 
afternoon, signalling that she was dis 
abled and in need of assistance. 

A Gracious Message. 
Madrid, Nov. IS.— At the meeting of 
the cabinet to-day a letter from United 
States Minister Woodford, expressing 
the satisfaction and gratitude of the 
United States government relative to 
the settlement of the Competitor and 
other current questions, was read. The 
communication created a good impres- 
sion in political circlea here.

CUBE ROOT MADE EASY. 



How Any IlriRht Scholar May Lcurn to 
Tell It OOband. 

To find the cube root of any given 
number of ligures offhand seems an al- 
most impossible feat, but yet it is sim- 
ple onouf;li when one knows how to do 
it — so simple, indeed, that any bright 
boy can learn to do it in a few weeks. 

First ho must know exactly what a 
cube is — namely, that it is tho result 
of multiplying ono nnmbcr by itsolf 
tud then multiplying the product by tho 
original number. Thus, 3 multiplied 
by i) equals (», and 9 multiplied by 8, 
tho original number, produces 27, which 
consequently is the cube of 8. The cnbe 
root of 27 is the original number, 3, 
and to find tho cube root is tho rovcrso 
of finding the cube. Tho would bo adept 
at this art should first study carefully 
the following figures:

A closo study of these figures shows 
that 2 multiplied in this manner by it- 
self results iu 8, that 8 multiplied by 
itself has 2 as a final figure, that 3 mul- 
tiplied by itself has 7 as a final figure, 
that 7 multiplied by itself lias 3 as a 
final ligure, and that -1, fj, (i and mul- 
tiplied by themselves havo their origi- 
nal figures as finals. Hence the "artist" 
knows that any sum given to him the 
final figure of which is 8 must have 2 
as a cube root; that if the final figure 
be 1), the cube root must bo 9, uud so 
on.

Then he will see at .1 glance that 32-1 is 
more than 210, which is the cube of (i, 
l ul is less than 313, the oube of 7. 
Therefore the cube rent nf these three 
figures is (i. In like manner the final 
figure of 3(19 being 9, it follows that tho 
cube mot of these time figures is 9, and 
thus the cube rent of the six figures bus 
been shown tn be (19. 

Any one can test this method for 
himself, and a little practice is all that 
is needed to make one as deft iu such 
jugglery of figures as tho best "light- 
ning calculator. " 

Of course n skilled arithmetician 
could easily frame problems that could 
not bo solved in this offhand fashion, 
but such difficult tests arc seldom offered 
by public audiences, and, as a rule, the 
"artists" are easily able to answer all 
the questions asked of them. — New 
York Herald. 



How Cold MetiilH Sometimes Mix. 

Professor Roberts- Austen 'a discov- 
eries mi the subject of the intcrdifi'usi- 
bility of metals is most interesting 
reading. Tho facts havo been to somo 
extcut known to savants heforo tho 
meeting of the Royal society, at which 
more public attention was drawn, but 
on that occasion the results were mado 
morn clear. It was then shown that 
solid metals may be matin to mix them- 
selves ns if tho atoms wuro living crea- 
tures. 

Professor Roberts-Austen has, in fact, 
discovered pieces of metal engaged in 
the very act of mixing themselves up 
0110 with the other. Of course tho inter- 
est of this is that the interdiffusion of 
which wo speak bus been found to take 
place when tho metals wero cold, and, 
though this property in metals, to bo 
capable of attaching themselves one to 
the other when cold, has been talked 
about before, nothing so clearly proved 
has hitherto been at the service of 
metallurgists and chemists as the facts 
adduced by Professor Roberts-Austen. 
He shows that when cloan surfaces of 
lead and gold are held together iu tho 
absence of air nt 11 temperature of 40 
degrees for four days they unite firmly 
and can only bo separated by a forcn 
equal to one third of the breaking 
strain of the lead. The professor has 
also proved that if a plate of gold ho 
laid under one of lead about three- 
tenths of an inch thick 111 three days 
gold will have risen und diffused itself 
to tho top of the other metal in very 
appreciable quantity.— Colliery Guar- 
diuu.

"Friend Lewis, theo mnst not tell 
such stories to me," said old Elias. 
"Thee knows I am thy friend, and I 
have saved thoo when a price was on 
thy head. I know thou nrt a man of 
courage, and friend Jonathan Gates, 
whom some call Long Arms, fears 
nothing on earth, nnd I'm fearful noth- 
ing anywhere else, and yet thou tellest 
mo that he and theo are scared oven al- 
most uulo death. Shame on thee so to 
derlaro before thy friend, who loves ye 
belli as he were thy father!" 

"No, no, Elias, "said Whetzell, drop- 
ping into 1 he Quaker speech. "I tell 
thee no lie. VVs are scared. Yesterday 
afternoon we were in hiding about a 
mile frem Bunkard creek, ami iu tho 
evening we built a firo under tho bank 
very carefully, and we got somo black 
rocks to prop up a littlo kottlo and put 
them beside the firo rather than in it, 
and the block rocks took firo und burned 
fiercely, with i>. filthy smoke and a 
bright light, and Long Arms said the 
devil would come if we staid, and wo 
grabbed our kettlo and poured out the 
water and mado our way hero, leaving 
tho black neks to burn." 

Elias Blank w as much interested. He 
did uc< tell Whetzell what the black 
reeks were, but he found out exactly 
where tho men had made their fire, and 
when they went away he gave them 
each a new Ezra Bugle rifle, a knife 
nnd n tomahawk, witli four pounds of 
powder and a supply of lead. 

Then ho hunted up their camping 
ground, found the "black rocks" and 
opened a coal bank into one of the river 
bills, and this eoal bank is still in ex- 
istence in it 12 foot vein of coal that is 
absolutely free from slate and burns 
like pitch.

The Progressionists Eeem to havo 
broucht on a ce.biuet crisis in Japan. 
They oppose any increase of the land 
tax, they want administrative expendi- 
tures reduced, the policy regarding For- 
mosa changed, and last, though not 
least to tliern, they'deeire to secure the 
removal from the cabinet of Mai quia 
Hjuihisuka, Viecount Nomura and Mr. 
Kiourn, ministers of education, of ccm* 
invocations, and of justice, [respectively. 
If that were done, they could be eaBily 
placated in other respects. They carry 
Count Okuma with them, it is said, in 
their opposition to an increase of Iho 
land tax, arid of course their movement 
derives its chief force from his associa- 
tion. On November 4, the date of the 
last Japanese paper to hand, it seems 
that the Progressionists bud de- 
finitely severed their connection 
with Premier Matsukata'a cabinet, 
and there was some talk of Count Oku- 
ma resigning. This, the Telegraph has 
told readers), ho did later. He had been 
preceded in this action by Mr. Takahas- 
bi, chief secretary of the cabinet, and 
Mr. Komnra, chief of the legislativo 
bureau in the cabinet. It is aliened that 
the resignation of these two officials is 
connected with the revision of the ad- 
ministrative system in Formosa. Since 
Marquis lto's return there has been 
much talk of a coalition cabinet. The 
idea is that Matquis Ito, Count Okuma, 
Count Mateukata ami Count Itagaki 
should eon) bine to form a ministry so 
that all the leading statesmen and poli- 
tical parties in the empire might unite 
their strength to carry out eucet s-fnlly 
the various measures required in the 
sequel of the war with China. 

Japan's new battleship Fuji-kan has 
arrived. Her whole appearance delight- 
ed the naval men who paid visits to 
Captain Mitira during her stay in the 
waieis of Flong Kong. The Fuji is an 
exceptionally powerful fighting ship; for 
although she only exceeds in displace- 
ment by 100 tons the Renown, she is 
mote heavily armed and armored. 

The cen mony of launching the dis- 
patch boat Miyako, 1,800 tons displace- 
ment, was brought of! at Kure with 
great success in the presence of Prince 
Arisuaawn, commander-in-chief of the 
standing Squadron, Matquia Saigo, min- 
ister of the navy, and a large number of 
naval officers. Tho proceedings were 
Witnessed by immense crowds of people. 

The Japanese authorities placed orders 
in .Inly last for four men-of-war, as fol- 
lows: To England, an iron-clad of 15,- 
UUU tons displacement, 4,000 (?) horse- 
power, and 18 knots speed, to be com- 
pleted by October, 1899; a first- ('.lass 
cruiser, displacement 9,865 tons, 18,000 
horse-power, and '20 knots speed, to bo 
completed by April, 1898; a first class 
cruiser, displacement, 9,855 tons, 18,000 
horse-power, and 20 knots speed, to be 
finishtd by June, 189S, To Germany, a 
first-class eruieer, displacement, 9,800 
tons, 15,900 horse- power, and 20 knots 
speed, ordered in September last, and to 
be finished iu April, 1900. 

While Canada's one commissioner to 
Japan epent several weeks in the coun- 
try, a German commission is spending 
as many months. The gentlemen com- 
posing the commission are representa- 
tive business men, selected from various 
parts of Germany. Two devote their at- 
tention to raw silk; one to silk pieco 
goods; one to wool ; one to cotton; one 
to metals and machinery ; one to leatner; 
and one is an economist. The commis- 
sion arrived at, Hongkong on March 9, 
where they were met by Dr. K nappe, 
German consul, who took them to Can- 
tun. From the lattea place, where work 
was commenced, they went to Shanghai, 
and thence to Chefoo, Tientsin and 
Peking. Some of the members went on 
te Corea, while the others went to Japan. 
Eventually the members who went to 
Curea rejoined the others at Yokohama. 
With Corea the commission waB greatly 
disappointed ; even Dr. Knappe himself 
wur surprised. In Seoul they did not 
find a single shop where tho total value 
it the gumls would amount to much 
more than $16. When the mail left some 
ol the commission were at Kobe. 

Tho toial subsidies required towards 
the repairs of damages caused by tho 
recent floods in many provinces are esti- 
nnited at over 2,000,000 yen. The rice 
fields and vegetable lands devastated ex- 
tend over 1,7"J5 cbo (4,312 acres) and 
over 783 cbo respectively, and t lie losses 
are estimated at, 175,000 yen. Sixty 
persons were drowned in the flood that 
devastated tho districts of ICaitO and 
Nakajima on October 29. Fifteen per- 
sons were drowned at Tokushima and 
fourteen others are missing. 

To punish the attempted escape and 
resistance that had been made by one 
of the prisoners in Tokachi gaol, Hok- 
kaido, Eome warders tied him up, pierced 
the right eye with a tong (bibaahi), cut 
off an ear, broke a leg and nearly did to 
death the poor fellow. 

Tho Yomiuri Shimbun advocates the 
conclusion of a special convention nilli 
the United States in order fo obtain a 
reduction of tho immense duties impost d 
by the Dingley tariff on silk fabrics, cot- 
ton carpets, matting, straw-braid, and 
so forth. These minor products of Jap- 
anese industry promised to assume large 
dimensions when the Dingley duties 
suddenly checked their development. 

The Japanese government will, it is 
stated, add three special ports for for- 
eign trade to tho list In the course of the 
next fiscal year. 

The amount of the war indemnity, in- 
cluding the half cost of tho garrison at 
Wei-bai-wei, and interest, received by 
Japan, ni> to t he end ol September last, 
was £25,388 689. Of the above £7,738,. 
510 was (pent in the purchase of gold 
bullion, £3,090,604 in the purchase of 
silver bullion, £7,202,000 for exchange, 
and £3,545,728 for payment of govern- 
ment purc.nuhi-e ; leaving n balance of 
£1,8 i 7,830.

A Btrong evidence of hia confidence in 
tho great value of the Waverley mine, 
near Albert Canyon, West Kootenny, is 
the resignation of Mr. J. D. Graham, of 
the responsible position of gold commis- 
sioner of the northern division, for the 
purpose of taking the general manager- 
ship of the Waverley company. Natur- 
ally Mr. Graham has had special facil- 
ities for acquiring a knowledge of the 
mine, and being an ex-member of the 
Royal Engineers, and a practical miner, 
was also capable of forming a 
proper estimate of its value. Up 
to the present time Mr. John 
Grant, of ltevelatoke, a large owner 
in tho Goldfields of British Columbia, 
Ltd., the parent company of the Waver- 
ley, has managed tho business of the 
latter. Mr. Grant has resigned and will 
first vicit Detroit, his home, and after- 
wards go to Loudon to consult with his 
associates. The Waverley is a remark- 
able mine. It ia of great width, 74 feet, 
and carries pay ore from the surface. 
There is at least 17 feet of shipping ore, 
lich in grey copper, galena ami gold, 
averaging from !f-00 to $250 per 
ton in all values, while it is ex- 
pected that the average value of the 
lull width of the largo vein will be over 
$100 per ton. The development so far 
has been carried on in a practical way. 
There are over 300 feet of tunneling, al- 
together in pay ore, and this will be fol- 
lowed by tho running of another tun- 
nel at the 650-foot level, which will block 
out a stupendous quantity of pay ore. 

A wagon road 20 miles in length has tieen 
bnilt from the railway to tho Waverley 
mine, and the hauling of oie for ship- 
ment begins early next week. Later on 
this will be converted into a tramway or 
narrow gauge railway, and it is probable 
that a plant for treating the ore will 
bo erected. The Goldfields of B. C. Co. 
own a large group of mines in the same 
neighborhood, and the confidence of the 
English shareholders in tho mines anil 
the management was practically shown 
at a meeting in London on October 18. 
The Tangier, an adjoining property to 
the Waverley, was incorporated on the 
same lines as the Waverley, and at the 
meeting tho shareholders subscribed 
double the amount required, so that it 
was unnecessary to appeal to the general 
public. 

Mr. Ernest Grant-Govan, the manag- 
ing director of the Gold fields of British 
Columbia, Ltd., has well answered the 
adverse criticisms that were showered 
upon him by u large number of the 
Mainland pros", by the excellent way in 
which he hns had the company's mines 
worked. Through his ablo agents in 
this country he has accomplished more 
in his first year's operations than others 
have done in many years' time, while 
the reports from the company's engin- 
eers, managers, and practical outsiders, 
as outlined at tiie October meeting, goto 
show that the mines operated will soon 
rank first among the largest producers 
and dividend payers in America. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

While the Canadian Government Hesitates 
a Rival Scheme Makes Headway. 

A recent issue of the Sydney Morninc 
Herald contains the following : The Cape 
route for the proposed alternative cable 
service, instead of that via Canada and 
the Pacific, again makes itself heard of 
in the form of a project for a commission 
of enquiry. The proposal comes from 
the Eastern Extension Telegraphic Com- 
pany, which has served the Australian 
colonies in the past. It is bo framed 
that the line will touch only at British 
territory on the way, so that in thin 
respect, as v.e have before explained, it 
rivals the claim of the Pacific scheme. 
So far as tbe colonies are concerned in 
the conflict between the two proposals 
our position is clear enough. It will not 
do to remain dependent entirely on one 
line of cable communication with the 
rest of the world, and ono liable -f-ri - 




cub interruption either in time of peace 
or war. This conclusion waa arrived 
at some years ngo, and we are 
not likely to modify it. The only 
possible modification of opiuion con- 
cerns the means. In lSD-i and 1800 
conferences at Wellington and Sydney 
adopted tho Pacific route subject 
to the arrangementof co-operative terms 
with Great Britain and Canada, these 
colonies to contribute a third of the cost. 
At the Ottawa conference in 1304 it waa 
agreed that tbe cable was desirable, and 
that its construction was to anme extent 
a condition precedent to the diversion of 
the Pacific trade by way of Canada. But 
the affair seems to have broken down _ 
while Mr. Reid was in England. Early 
in July wo heard that the premiers of 
Canada, New Zealand and New South 
Wales were working together in tho in- 
terests of tbe Pacific cable. Then we 
heard that Mr. Chamberlain was unable 
to give information from hia govern- 
ment until Canada took suitable action, 
and towards the middlo of Auguat Mr. 
Reid said at Vancouver that the Domin- 
ion had caused the hitch, while this col- 
ony, Queensland, and New Zealand, 
with Victoria also in all probability, 
were willing to go on. Failing agree- 
ment he spoke favorably of the (Jape 
route, on which English military experts 
had already reported favorably. The 
matter still stands at this stage, and it 
is understood that the Imperial Govern- 
ment, with thoeo of the colonies and the 
Cape, will jointly consider the question 
of a cable via Gibraltar, Sierra Leone, 
Ascension , St. Helena, tho Cape, Natal, 
Mauritius and Rodriguez to Perth,

Tho following appeared in the Vic- 
toria Times of yesterday as the " Plat- 
form of the BritiBh Columbia Liberal 
Association," said to have been adopted 
at the convention at New Westminster 
on October 8 and '.): 

" We denounce the Turner adminis- 
tration, which has justly forfeited the 
confidence of the people of this province 
by its reckless squandering of the pub- 
lic revenue ; its alienation of the public 
lands by grants to railway promoters 
and private speculators (notably tho 
Kraut to the Cassiar Central Railway 
Company); its system of class taxation; 
its encouragement of monopolies; its 
open support of Oriental labor ; and its 
persistent attempts to encourage section- 
al jealousies between tbe Island and 
Mainland for political purposes. 

"And wo denounce the practice of 
ministers of the crown making use of 
their official positions to promote their 
private interests by associating their 
names with mining and other specula- 
tive companies.. 

" We advocate : 

" I — RAILWAYS AND LAND. 

" (1.) Theadoption of a policy directed 
towards ultimate ownership of railways 
by tbe government. 

That public lands be reserved for 
actual settlement, mid that such legisla- 
tion be enacted as will prevent tho hold- 
ing of large tractB by speculators and 
company promoters.

The steamer Farallon reached Victoria 
yesterday morning on her way to Skug- 
way, Dyea and Alaskan points, and after 
a stay of a couple of hours proceeded on 
her way. She had in all some seventy 
passengers, of whom thero were four or 
live from Victoria. One Victoria man 
named Ward, who was engaged in pack- 
ing last summer, had a small steam 
launch on the Farallon for the purpose 
of using her to run between Skagway 
and Dyea. Another passenger was R. 
S. Smith, of Dawson City, who since his 
return in tho Bummer from tho gold 
fields has been living at the Dominion. 
Ho goes north how aa tho representative 
of a company who are endeavoring to 
secure interests in some of the claims 
in the Yukon gold field. At Skagway 
Smith haa an outfit of Indians with dogs 
and sleighs waiting for him, and will at 
once push on to Dawson City aB fast as 
possible. He already foresaw this trip 
on his way out last summer, and in pre- 
paration for it cached provisions along 
the route, bo that bo will have nothing 
to delay him from pressing on as fast as 
tho weather will permit him. Ho ex- 
pects to make good time over the ice on 
tho river. 

RKPORT 

The big tu.s 
lately that only an occasional glimpse 
has been seen of her in Victoria. Last 
night she returned from Angeles, where 
on account of the rough weather she 
took into shelter tho wheat-laden ship 
Hawaiian IsleB. Tho Lome towed tho 
Hawaiian Isles out of Seattle on Thurs- 
day, but when she straits wore reached 
tho weather was found bo rough that it 
was thought advisable to take tho ship 
to Angeles. Coming over yesterday af-
